I am certain of two things In this 
matter. First, that thia 1* how this 
Scripture is pretty generally viewed, 
and second, this Is not what it 
does actually maaa. It does mean 
that, but it meana ladaflniieiy more. 
A farm Is on a landscape: and he wbo 
confounds farm and landscape Is not 
aaelBg thlaga as they are. Dlfllculties 
ara to ka aaeauatarad and sorrows 
ara to he met and they are to be met 
with the mood of manly and womanly 
resignation to the wide-working will 
of (iod Hut that we are to be grate- 
ful for the clouds rather than the 
aunriss and the noon and the blessed 
open sky to to me absurd and a list- 
leaa Interpretation of the good Ood 
our Heavenly Father. To be glad on a 
holiday is as devout as to be sad on 
a funeral day. We shall not need lo 
reset our eatlmatea of Ood and his will 
concerning ua before we are in har 
raony with his mood. He is the glad 
fiod of out-of-doors and the happy 
singing things whether they be birds 
or children or women or strong men 
Thla anaemic notion of religion Is un 
wholesome because It Is untrue Ooi 
gives no assent. 

A good man and great said this: 
"In everything give thanks." Nobody 
but a good and great man could have 
aald It. The sentiment Is Ilka Monat 
Lycabettus from whoaa top all of 
hisiorled Oreece Uee aadar the eyes 
without straining an eyeball. All life 
lies at the base of a mount of vision 
and of praise like this: In everything 
give thanks." -The fact which Is 
meant to be lifted into light at this 
moment Is that there la a devotional 
element In all things whatsoever. We 
say grace before meals, except we be 
heathen. We often say grace before 
labors and battlea without or within 
and reading of books and taking of 
Joumeya and husking corn or going 
to picnics or a stroll through sun 
burnt fields for the sheer love of the 
crisp grasa under foot and the hot 
sky overhead. 

We do narrow beyond the permis- 
sion of God this thought of devotion 
or we must be at church or prayer 
meeting or at family prayer to t>e de- 
votional. Those places and occupa- 
tions are greatly good, but they do 
not monopolize the moods of devotion. 
The devotional frame is the deep c6n- 
sideration. Are we open to devotlo.i 
for all things as Paul was" It Is meet 
to give thanks for the bird voices, 
and a good way tfi give such thanks 
is by Itotentng to th3 voices 

That to worth weighing. To love 
things eaotlgh to give things heed Is 
a mood of gratitude, whereas not to 
care enough for tbinga to notice them 
is a flrst-cUaa specimen of ingruiliude 
toward Cod and Kis doings. The 
ri< kei s ( hirp is a species of poetrv 
which may well set the heart singing 
after its fashion, too. Such a llttla 
warmth makes the cricket set his 
heart to song. Were we as good at 
the voicing of our gratitude as the 
cricket of the hearth, what a shout of 
chorusing would the great Uod hear 
from men. 

The religious nature Is wiser and 
Wider than many religious folk are 
given to supposing. Christianity Is 
generosity. "Thank (,oi!"' How 
often have I found my own given to 
that guat of gratltuue- "thank tlod'" 
And I am not slow to believe Cod 
hears such iirayer and smiles willi 
gladness to hear It. Why should we 
not Rive thanks for the finding of a 
wild flower or the striking graceful- 
ness of a child at piny, or the toss of 
apple branchea lit with bloom, or tbe 
blue jay s aeto wltk Ha aaaloal aa- 
muslcallty. 

No, secularltles are Just theme for 
praise and prayer. We have no call 
to aak for things for which we have 
not call to answer to (iod in spon 
taneous words of thanks "I ttiank 
you" Is a phrase whlih the (klionair 
use frequently. •'ourii R.\ is a good 
habit for n body's ow n sake To be 
genteel Is a soul instinct of fineness, 
and If n man or a woman lived alone 
and lin.ke lireail wllh himself, (al 
thoiit;h such n way of living la not 
np' essary or to be desii ed If one is 
alone and has no rel.iiivcs ilicii 
should BUI h a one borrow scinn' < tii!d 
or. tietter. some homeless iKidy. some- 
body human, not feline nor l anlne. to 
keep alive the humanetiesa in one's 
own soul). Ue would do well to say: 
"I thank vou " when he passes food to 
himself, for so v»oiiM tlie method Of 
good manners be kept alive and the
